large an expense lo ad as befo re. This 
illustrates the Impo rtance, fro m the 
standpo int o f co sts, o f o perating a 
farm at o r near capacity. 
“ Inves tm ent mistakes are mo re co st 
iy than many o thers because th ey can 
no t easily be co rrected. If a 
farm e1 
pays to o much fo r his farm, his invest 
ment co sts will be abno rmally high a? 
lo ng as he o w ns It. If he co nst ru cts a 
$4,000 barn, when a $2,000 barn wo uld 
have served his purpo se, he will have 
ex c e ssiv e barn co sts, year after year 
during the entire service life o f the 
structure.

war and acute depressio n, when the 
financial requirements o f go vernment 
expand with great rapidity, the expan 
sio n o f co mmercial bank credit Is o n a 
tremendo us scale. Such is the case at 
the present time.

Dr. Mo ulto n declared that it is no t 
true that the wo rld depressio n was 
caused by a breakdo wn o f the American 
banking system “ which did no t. in tact, 
o ccur until the depressio n had been 
under way fo r mo re than three years ' 
He added: 
“ No r Is it true that the wo rld mal 
adjustments existing in 1929 can be ex 
plained simply by undue extensio ns o t 
co mmercial banking credit in the pre 
ceding years. These maladjustments In 
vo lved wo rld agricultural, industrial 
co mmercial and financial relatio ns.”
